London, Sept. 8.—A n explosion oc 
curred this morning at the Seaham 
colliery, near Durham. 
Both shafts 
are blocked, though half a mile apart. 
Between 200 and 800 men are in the 
pit. It ia known that some are alive. 


London, Sept. 8, 5 p. m.—The ex- 
plosion in Seaham colliery occurred at 
2:30 o'clock this morning. 
Stratton, 
the resident viewer, was soon on the 
spot, when it was found that all three 
shafts of the mine were blocked, the 
cages being fastened in them. 
Strat- 
ton, with a rope around his body, de- 
scended to the main seam, and heard 
men 
talking—he 
thought 
about 
twenty. They are considered safe. 
There is no reason as yet to believe 
that the pit is on fire, but it is feared 
the bulk 
of 
the men have been 
killed. Seventeen men who were in 
the pit at the time of the explosion 
are safe. 


The owner of the Seaham mine 
furnishes the following: "The worst 
fears are for about 120 men. 
The 
men known to be alive have not yet 
been reached, owing to the damage to 
the shafts by the explosion." 


London, Sept. 8.—A dispatch from 
Seaham colliery this evening annouac- 
ea that forty men who were working 
in the two upper seams of coal have 
been found safe and well. Some of 
them volunteered and are helping res- 
cue their comrades, who are seventy 
fathoms lower. The bottom of both 
shafts is still filled with debris. 


A later telegram reports that up to 
7 o'clock a total of fifty-seven men 
had been rescued, the majority in an 
exhausted condition. Many thousands

London, September 9.—5 a. m.—It 
now seemadead in Seaham. The killed 
number between 130 and J40. There 
are some corpses iu the lower seam.^ 
which are suppostd to be lying a mile 
from the shaft. 
The air is so foul 
there it is thought impossible that any 
could have survived. 


London, September 9.—A dispatch 
from Seaham, dated at 1:30 a. m.,8ays 
that a party of explorers have just 
ascended the shaft. 
They report the 
fire to be near the engine room in No. 
3 shaft. This will shortly be extin- 
guished. 
At present the relief party 
could get no further. A dispatch dat- 
ed Seaham 11:80 says that a party of 
engineers have just ascended. 
They 
report that the bodies of the furnace 
men at the bottom of the shaft are 
quite shriveled up, Other bodies,they 
say, were fearfully scorched and all 
their clothes burned oflF. The coal ia 
on fire near the engine house, bufc a 
hose will be lowered and the flames 
probably subdued promptly. 


The exploration of ^afeam mine 
was continued throughout the night. 
The statement made in a dispatch 
from Seaham last night, that only six 
men had been rescued ali-ve, is now 
confirmed. 
The number of men in 
the pit is unknown, but 250 lamps 
were given out Tuesday night. 
No 
hope is entertained for those still in 
the mine. Three fires were discovered 
in the mine during the night and ex- 
tinguished. 
Every effort is making 
to clear the shaft.

there is no sign of fire, but it is evi- 
dent there must be a large accumula- 
tioB of gas. One hundred and fifty 
men are atill in the pit. 


London, Sept. 9.—A dispatch just 
received from Seaham colliery pays: 
^'The reecaed now number 
but it 
ia feared tliere were 230 men in the 
pit at the time of the explosion. Two 
corpKs wei« bronght to the surface 
at midnight;, one of which was badly 
burned." 


London, Sept. 9.—Accoiants of the 
number of men in the Seaham coüiery 
pit at the -lime of the diísaster vary 
The pit consists of five seams, one 
below another shdlowish seam, which 
is 450 feet below the surface. 
The 
total depth of the colliery is about six 
hundred yards. Nineteen men in the 
top seam merely felt the rush of air, 
but on preceeding to the shaft found 
it blocked by debris. The air coming 
from the shaft was exceedingly foul. 
Commiiuication with the top ^am 
was opened at 1 o^cIock yesterday 
afteroooB, but because of damage to 
tb'.i aiiaft the men couM only be hoist- 
ed Oiii fjíngly by chains and ropes. 
Nearly ull of them, therefore, elected 
to remáis in the pit so as not to delay 
the es^jilo^rer.s in clea«-ing the way to 
the lower aeamf», from when-^ e kn<x;k- 
ing and shouting wad audible. About 
7 o'clock in the eveiíing the upeaat 
shaft woi; si:£DcÍ€Gíl¿' cicared U. ;diow 
the explorers to ose it, which enabled 
the bringing up of crietim.s to pr-oceed 
more rapidly. iSeveral men near the 
furnace, at the boitom of the upcast 
shaft, were found t© be shockingly 
barnad. 


It ia thodght the explosion originat- 
ed in the lower seam, and that the gas 
was driven over the furnace. The ex 
plorers for the time had to suspend 
the work of bringing up the survivors 
in conseqaeoce of the stabler; being 
«n fire. A w-oman dropped dead on 
hearing of the death of her brother 
in the pit. Tho store-fbom is cleared 
for the reception of the corpses. 


The latest published telegram from 
the inspector of the mines, dated Sea- 
ham, at 9 o'clock last evening, says: 
"Fifty-'iine men have been reacued, 
and 130 are yet to be accounted for. 
The explorations have been stopp^ in 
consequence of fire in the two middle 
seams. Great anxiety is felt for those 
still in the pits. Thore is plenty of 
assistance, with relays of 
workers 
every four hours." It would appear 
from the above dispatch from the in- 
spector that there has been a later 
outbre«k of fire in the mine.

He made hi« 
preparations in the most careful man- 
ner, even going so far as to procurr a 
pistol, with which he evidently in- 
tended to shoot any one who should 
interfere with him. Knapp arrived 
here at 5:30 last night, on the train 
from Buffalo, and after sending a tele- 
graph message went to the Inter- 
national hotel, where he had supper. 
What he did during the remainder of 
the evening, until he took his fright- 
ful leap, is a mystery. 
Mr. C. C. 
Nusener, of Drumraondsville, Ont., 
and 
his 
cousin, 
Miss 
Florence 
M. Evart, 
who had 
been 
view- 
ing the falls from Prospect Park, 
went to Tugby's bazaar, just south of 
the bridge which spans the rapids to 
Goat Island. The 
young lady aat 
down on a long seat on the balcony 
«^hich extends along the side of the 
bazaar and over the rapids, and her 
companions went inside and entered 
into conversation with a young lady 
attendant. 
Very soon 
after this, 
Knapp came along, and what followed 
was told by Miss Evart to your cor- 
respondent, as follows: 


"Mr. Nusener, with whose family I 
am at present visiting across the river, 
and myself came over to the Ameri- 
can side of the 
river, and after 
spending a short time in Prospect 
Park we went to Tugby's bazaar. 
He 
and I sat down on tho seat along the 
balcony, and my cousin went into 
the bazaar and stood in the door with 
his back toward me, engaged in con- 
versation with Miss Mary Haney. 
I sat there about 
three minutes, 
when the man came al»ng. 
It was 
rather 
dark 
at

and

didn't

particular notice of him. 
However. 
I should say that he was a tali ana 
rather stout man of middle age, and 
wore a dark suit of clothes. 
He wore 
a full beard, which seemed to be 
slightly tinged with gray. 
He sat 
down ten feet away from me, and :ip 
peared to be in deep thought 
He sat 
there about three minutes, and then 
went to the extreme cwner of the 
balcony, ten feet further away.

sat down, pulled out a diary, hastily 
scribbled a few words, th^n tore out 
the leaf and pinned the note inside of 
his coat, on the right side. 
He then 
removt;d the garment and took off his 
vest. 
He did not .seem to be i'xcit»^d, 
and I thought that probably he ha > 
been walking, and, being heated, was 
trying to cool off.
